mine riot in Virden in 1898 when 
the United Mine Workers of 
America was formed. Sheriff 
Charles Wieneke has announced 
that there will be no Virden day 
services today. 

One attempted celebration at Oak 
Hill Cemetery was broken up with 
tear gas and a parade by a wom- 
en's auxiliary of the Progressive 
Union to the cemetery was broken 
up by soldiers who interrupted it 
with trucks and automobiles.

Herding the 2000 pickets into 
the square marked the culmina- 
tion of a night of fights and minor 
violence.

INCREASE OF 10,932 NEGRO 
VOTERS IN CITY REGISTRATION 


Gain Tor White Citizens’ During 
Last Fou Years 12,449; Total 
Rise for Both, 6.4 Pct. 

Analysis of the registration of 
voters last month, in preparation 
for next month's election, shows an 
increase of 10,932 Negroe voters in 
St. Louis in the last four years and 
an increase of 12,449 white voters. 

There are 46,082 Negroes en- 
rolled now, an increase of 31.1 per 
cent since 1928, and 339,971 whites, 
an increase of 3:8 per cent. The 
aggregate gain for both races is 
23,391, or 6.4 per cent Total reg- 
istration is 386,063. 

Division of the present registra- 
tion is as follows: White men, 189,- 
675; white women, 150,296; Negro 
men, 27,125; Negro women, 18,957. 
In comparison, the 1928 registra- 
tion was: White men, 183,487; 
white women, 144,035; total whites, 
327,522; Negro men, 21,674; Negro 
women, 13,476; totat Negroes, 35, 
160; grand total, 362,672. 

The current Negro registration is 
11.9 per cent of the total of all 
voters enrolled. In 1928 Negroes 
comprised 9.6 per cent of the regis- 
tration, In the Fourth, Fifth, Sixth 
and Nineteenth Wards, the Negro 
registration now exceeds that of 
whites. There are more women of 
both races, chiefly whites, regis- 
tered in the Fifteenth, Twenty- 
fifth and Twenty-eighth wards than 
men. 

A mail canvass of the registra- 
tion in 140 of the 669 precincts, as 
& precaution against the possibility 
of fraud, was decided on today by 
the Election Board.

The Democratic State Committee 
will nominate a candidate for Gov- 
ernor to fill the vacancy on the 
ticket caused by the death of Fran- 
cis M. Wilson. 

Chairman Rubey M. Hulen today 
said he will call the committee to 
meet in a nominating session 4s 
soon as possible. He said that of 
course the meeting will not be held 
until after the funeral of Mr. Wil- 
son. “The time of the funeral had 
not been determined today, but it 
was said that it might be held Sat- 
urday at Platte City, Mo. This 
would make it likely that the nomi- 
nating convention would be one 
day next week. 

The State Committee, which had 
been called to St. Louis by Chair- 
man Hulen to hear reports and 
make campaign plans, was in ses- 
sion at the Marquette Hotel when 
word of Mr. Wilsen’s death was 
conveyed to the headquarters by 
the Post-Dispatch. Hulen was ad- 
dressing the committee and could 
not be interrupted to answer the 
telephone. Judge Daniel G. Taylor 
of St. Louis, chairman of the Fi- 


‘nance Committee, was given the 


information and he later informed 
Hulen. 

The news came as a shock to 
the committee, when Hulen, after 
telephoning to Kansas City, in- 
formed it officially of the vacancy 
on the ticket. The session was im- 
mediately adjourned to meet at 2 
o’clock for a discussion of the situ- 
ation. 

Hawes Eulogizes Wilson. 

At the afternoon meeting Sena- 
tor Harry B. Hawes made a short 
address eulogizing Mr. Wilson, 
whom he said he had known since 
1899. He then suggested that the 
committee members return to their 
homes and come back later at the 
call of the chairman to nominate a 
man for Governor “of whom Mr. 
Wilson would be proud.” 

“It is very sad,” he said, “that 
Senator Wilson could not live to 
enjoy the victory that was in sight.”

The amended complaint filed in 
Circuit Court by Stern & Burnett 
for Leopold Block of Chicago, own- 
er of a $500 note, asks that a re- 
ceiver be appointed to foreclose for 
the benefit of noteholders, and that 
Chase National Bank of New York 
and First National Bank in St. 
Louis be removed as trustees for 
the noteholders. 

It amplifies allegations contained 
in the original petition that the 
trustees improperly used their posi- 
tion for their own gain to the dis- 
advantage of noteholders, and asks 
that an accounting be had of trans- 
actions between the trustees and 
the associated companies. Indi- 
vidual officers of the Simmons 
companies are named as defend- 
ants also, and an accounting, of 
their transattions with the com- 
panies is sought.

In the County Prosecu- 
tor’s position, he obtained 40 con- 
victions out of 42 indictments, and 
in 500 misdemeanor prosecutions 
had fewer than 25 acquittals. 
In 1898 he was elected to the 
State Senate to fill a vacancy, and 
was the youngest member of the 
Senate of 1899. He was chairman 
of the Statute Revision Committee. 
He was elected to the Senate again 
in 1908 and 1912, but did not serve 
out his last term, resigning in 1913 
to accept appointment by President 
Woodrow Wilson as United States 
District Attorney for the Western 
District of Missouri. He was re- 
ap ted in 117. 

Sede, 1920 he resighed tre | 
Prosecutor’s office to become re- 
ceiver for the Kansas City Railways 
Co. He served in charge of the 
street railway property for nearly 
six years. 

Ran for Governor in 1928. 
Former Senator Wilson won the 
nomination for Governor in the 
1928 primary over State Senator 
McCawley of Carthage, McCawley, 
a leading dry, sought to show Wil- 
son as a wet sympathizer, and this 
appeared to help Wilson in St.

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WANTS YOUNG TAUGHT 
CRIME DOESN'T PAY 


Circuit Attorney, Miller Would 
Have Course in Schools to 
Show Futility of Wrongdoing. 


Instruction in the grade schools 
on the futility of a life of crime 
was advocated by Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller last night at the 
Feunder’s Day dinner in the Down- 
town W. M. C. A. He addressed 
about 500 business men gathered 
fn celebration of the 111th anni- 
versary of the birth of Sir George 
Williams, who founded the Y. M. 
C. A. 88 years ago in London. 

Such instruction is needed, the 
State’s prosecutor said, because of 
the increasing participation of 
youths in major crimes. One«third 
of the felony convictions obtained 
by his officé in the thrée years 
ended Jan. 1 concerned youtlis be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 21, Mill. 
er said, and 64 per cent of those 
convicted were between the ages 
of 17 and 27. 

“Tt seems quite impossible,” 
Miller said, to drill into the heads 
of young people that crime doesn't 
pay. Boys don't seem to realize 
what foolhardy acts they are com- 
mitting, they either fail to read ot 
convictions through the newspa- 
pers, or they believe they can beat 
the game.” 


The earnings of criminals in dol+} 


lars and cents make crime the 
poorest paid business in the world, 
Miller said. Illustrating this point 
by an analysis of 244 robbery con- 


-victions in 1930. The total loot in 


these robberies was $24,753 and the 
average sentence upon conviction 
was 9.23 years. 

“That being the case,” he con- 
cluded, “these men are serving 
their time at an average of $10.46 
a year.” Not all of the robbers 
fared even that well, he added, for 
in only 49 of the 244 cases did the 
loot amount to $100 or more. Sixty 
per cent of them netted less than 
$30, and in most cases the loot was 
less than $16. 

“This means,” Miller said, that 
these are being paid at the rate of 
about $1.15 a year. One robber re- 
ceived a 10-year sentence for a 20. 
cent holdup. His compensation is 
2 cents a year.“ 

Crimes of violence now predomi- 
nate, Miller said, while 15 years ago 
most of those brought into court 
were charged with furtive crimes, | 5 
such as confdience games, forgery, 
grand larceny and the like. 

The best plate to begin reforma- 
tion of criminals, he said, is in the 
home, for loosening of home ties 
is ah important factor in the in- 
crease of erime among youths. The 
best talking point many youthful 
robbers can advancé, he added, is 
“a good mother and a worthless 
father.”

Where Governent Aid Is Needed. 
Now it is difficult to 22 of

When credit begins to be impaired 
business becomes paralyzed, wages 
decline and employment decreases; 
the bank refuses to make loans be- 
cause it fears they will not be re- 
paid; the depositors withdraw their 
money because they feel it is not 
safe; producers refuse to sell on 
time because they are afraid they 
cannot collect. If this process con- 
tinued far enough universal bank- 
ruptcy would prevail. The people 
of property suffer great losses but 
they are usually able to take care 
of themselves while many wage 
earners, small home owners and 
farmers are unable to pay their in- 
terest and taxes or provide mem- 
selves and their families with food, 
clothing and shelter. These are the 
people that everyone recognizes 
need the help of the strong arm of 
the Government. 5 


The first thought for relief would 
probably be a dole and a loan dut 
a little consideration would show 
that increasing their debts and de- 
stroying their independence would 
scarcely be considered a real ser- 
vice to people in distress. ‘Such a 
remedy merely treats the symp- 
toms without removing the causes 
of the disease. The answer comes 
back according to the words of 
holy writ that they who drink of 
that well will thirst again. If the 
national Government ts to help the 
people to any permanent relief it 
must be through some system of 
giving them permanent employ- 
ment so that they can meet their 
obligations, reduce their debts and 
pay their own living expenses. 
Moves to Restore Credit. 

Given the problem, then, of re- 
storing to normal well-being a 
great mass of pecple who find 
themselves unemployed the funda- 
mental remedy is not some form of 
pauperism, but a return to self-re- 
specting, self-supporting and inde- 
pendent existence. . Since the main 
causes of our difficulties lay in a 
failure of credit, the first object 
should be to restore crdit. That is 
the policy which President Hoover 
has constantly advocated. He has 
no wish to assist a bank because it 
is a bank, a railroad, ap insur- 
ance company, a building’and loan 
association, an agricultural co-op- 
erative association. or any other 
corporation for their own sakes. He 
has been seeking to preserve and 
restore the independent economic 
condition of the great mass of the 
people. Their suffering was brought 
about to a large degree through the 
failure of the credit of these large 
and small concerns. If that credit 
can be renewed, if confidence can 
be restored the people can go back 
to work and their suffering will 
cease. * 


Reconstruction Corporation. 

It was mainly for this purpose 
of relieving a great mass of people 
who were unable to support them- 
selves that President Hoover per- 
suaded the bankers to create a re- 
volving fund of $500,000,000 and 
secured from the Congress the es- 
tablishment of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation with resources 
of more than $3,500,000,000 which 
has already benefited indirectly 
more than 30,000,000 people. The 
whole policy has been based on the 
theory of re-establishing an oppor- 
tunity for employment by strength- 
ening the resources of the employ- 
er. A banker can now lend money 
to a manufacturer to carry on his 
production. If the depositor wants 
his money the banker does not need 
to call good loans and foreclose 
sound mortgages. The same prin- 
ciple applies to the other concerns. 
The power of the resources of the 
United States Government has been 
marshaled to support the credit of 
the key concerns of our economi: 
structure, always for the purpose 
of serving the ordinary run of peo- 
ple. 

All this seems perfectly plain and 
obvious and so elementary that no 
one competent to hold national of- 
fice could fail to comprehend. 

Recounts Hoover’s Boyhood. 

Working to the general run of 
people is exactly what we should 
expect from President Hoover be- 
cause he knows them by being on- 
of them and having served wit 
them and for them all his life. He 
was not born to the enjoyment of 
generations of inherited wealth so 
that he could be educated by pri- 
vate tutors and sent through ex- 
pensive schools and universities.

WISH to discuss in this article 
the weakest hand with which I 
advise opening the bidding in @ 
position. 


I look for three primary tricks, 
subject to reservations. 

(a) With a suit containing five 
or more cards, three Primary 
tricks justifies a bid.

(b) With a four-card suit I re- 
quire in addition some secondary 
values, such as a Queen Jack to- 
gether or separately.

Genius and Tuberculosis 


Ti German scientist, Dr. Erich 


Ebstein, has devoted much la- 

bor to the study of the relation- 
ship of diseases, particularly tuber- 
culosis, to genius. 

In a work entitled “Tuberculosis 
ag Destiny,” Dr. Pbstein made 60 
studies of various men of promis 
nence who have suffered from tu- 
berculosis. 


who suffered from tuberculosis fall 


whom the disease engendered a 
warm, sympathetic reaction to life, 
and those in whom there was en- 
gendered an austere and gloomy 
attitude. 

It is interesting to note how many 
famous men have suffered from 
tuberculosis. Thus we find Schiller, 
Goethe, Chopin, Rousseau, Keats, 
Goldsmith and Robert Louls Ste- 
venson listed among the 60 re- 
viewed. 

This study is of interest in it- 
self, but it also raises a question 
which is of vital concern, namely, 
to what extent does disease in 
general affect the temperamenc 
and the attitude toward life of the 
patient. 

The acute diseases, those which 
develop rapidly, and which come to 
a Quick issue, may affect the char- 
acter of the patient for a brief 
period only.
